Paris Reports That Counter- 
attack Drove Foe From 
Greater Portion of Cap- 
tured Verdun Positions 
West of the Meuse. 


French Capture 500 Yards of 
Enemy Works in Under- 
ground Attack Southwest 
of Fort Douaumont. |

PARIS, April 7.—German forces have 
, penetrated a French trench of the first 
line between Bethincourt and Chattan- 
court, near Dead Man Hill, according 
to announcement made today by the 
French War Office. This locality is in 
the Verdun region west of the Meuse. A 


French couter attack at once drove 
them back from a large portion of the 
positions thus seized. 

The text of the statement says: 

“West of the River Meuse in the 
course of a night attack delivered after 
a violent preparatory bombardment 
against our positions between Bethin- 
court and Hill No. 265, German torces 
made their way into a French trench 
of the first line, on the highway be- 
tween Bethincourt and Chattancoli. 

“We at once made a counter attack 
which drove the Germans back from the 
greater part of the positions they had 
been able to seize. At present time the 
enemy holds only certain advanced sec- 
tions along a front of about 300 yards 

“Kast of the Meuse there has been 
an intermittent bombardment anc We 
have continued to make progress in the 
communicating trenches of the enemy 
located southwest of the fort of Douau- 
yf ata 
, was reported in the state- 

pat from the War Office last night, 

which said. 
* “To the west of the Meuse the Ger- 
mans continued to bombard persist- 
ently the Bethincourt salient and the 
villages of Esmes and Montzeville. 

“To the east of the Meuse, Cote du 
Poivre was subjected during *.e 
course of the day to a violent bom- 
bardment which foreboded an attack, 
but our curtain of fire prevented the 
enemy from setting out from his 
trenches. 

Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 

“To the southwest of Fort Douavu- 
m.ont, a series of small engagements of 
m hand-to-hand nature enabled our 
troops to progress in the underground 
passages and works of the enemy on a 
front of 00 meters to a depth of more 
than 200 meters. A counter-attack de- 
livered by the enemy at the end of the 
day completely failed. 

“During the month of March our avir 
aiors displayed ruuch activity along the 
whole front, particularly in the region 
«f Verdun. In the course of numerous 
merial combats, 31 German aeroplanes 
were brought down by our pilots, nine 
of which fell in flames or were crushed 
©n the ground within our lines, and 22 
Fell inside the German lines. 

35 German Planes Lost, 

“‘No doubt exists regarding the fate of 
these 22 aeroplanes which our pilots had 
pttacked within the enemy lines. Twelve 
pf these were seen to fall in flames and 
10 were driven down !n spirals unde: 
fire of our aviators. 

“In addition, four German aeroplanes 
were brought down by our special guns, 
one of them within our lines in the en- 
virons of Avocourt, and three inside the 
enemy lines—one in the neighborhood 
of Suippes; one near Nouvion, and one 
near Ste. Marie-a-Py. 

“To this total of 3% German aeroplanes 
destroyed during the month of Marcn 
should be opposed the number of our 
aerial losses, which reached 13 aero- 
planes, as follows: One French aero- 
plane brought down inside our lines anil 
i2 French aeroplanes brought down with 
in the German lines.

GERMANY EXPROPRIATES 
COFFEE, TEA AND CHICORY 


Commission Appointed to Regulate 
Distribution—Six Weeks Visible 
Supply of Coffee. 

BERLIN, via London, April 7.—The 
Government yesterday expropriated 
coffee, tea and chicory and appointed 
a commission to regulate their distribu- 

tion. 

The regulation applies tc persons nav- 

ing in their possession 10 kilograms 
‘about 22 pounds) of unroasted coffee 
or five kilograms cf tea. 
It is announced that there is a visible 
supply of coffee sufficient for about six 
weeks, that the armies” needs ‘ire cov- 
ered for four weeks and that there is 
enough tea fur about a year. 


‘EASTER EGG’ SHOT AT POINCARE 


Harmless Shell From Germans Fol- 
lowed One That Burst Near Him. 
PARIS, April 7.—L’Oeuvre has _ pub- 
lished a story, which the censorship 
prohibited, of President Poincare hav- 
ing been in danger while he was at the 
front last Easter. According to the 
newspaper, a shell burst near the Presi- 
dent’s automobile and a second shell 
fell nearer without bursting. 
Examination showed the fuse of the 
shell had been removed and on the 
shell were inscribed the words: ‘Easter 
Egg for Poincare, Being One of His 
Own Shells.’’ The shell, which was or 
the Frencn 75-millimeter caliber, now 
decorates the Elysee.

SF IN CABINET 


Action Still Awaits 
From Germany as to 
Responsibility.

VIEW IS NOT OPTIMISTIC. 


Administration Almost Convinced 
That U-Boat Attacked 
Steamer. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—President 


Wilson and the Cabinet considered tne 
submarine situation again today with- 
out deciding on action at this time. It 
was understood the situation still waits 


on Germany’s answer to the inquiries 
on the recent destruction of the Sussex 
and other vessels. 

The administration is almost convinced 
that the Sussex, with her 25 American 
passengers, was attacked by a German 
submarine. 

Members of the Cabinet were not in- 
clined to take an optimistic view of the 
Situation, but were hopeful that events 
in the next few days would prevent a 
break with Germany, either by proof 
that she was not guilty of the Sussex 
attack or by reparation or explanation 
that would be satisfactory. 

The State Department had not re- 
ceived today any inquiry from Ger- 
many for more information in the case 
reported in news dispatches to have 
been forwarded from Berlin. There was 
reason to believe the United States will 
not further reveal information it holds 
until the German Government has ad- 
mitted or denied responsibility in the 
Sussex case.

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GERARD TAKES UP 
SUBMARINE CASES 
WITH ZIMMERMAN 


Under-Secretary Said to Have 
Repeated Germany Would Act 
Fairly on Sussex Disaster. 


BERLIN, via London, April 7.—Amer- 
ican Ambassador Gerard conferr :d 
Wednesday with Dr. Zimmermann, Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs, re- 
garding the submarine situation. 

It is understood that the Foreign Of- 
fice had no information to convey to the 
Ambassador regarding the Sussex and 
other steamships in which the United 
States Government has manifested an 
interest, but that there was an intim:- 
mation that Germany is undoubted.v 
ready, as indicated in Dr. Zimmer- 
mann’s statement of April 3 to the As- 
sociated Press, to meet the United 
States more than half way, if it should 
develop that the Sussex was torpedoed 
erroneously. 


Spain Wants Germany to Explain

MADRID, April 7.—The Spanish 
CaLinet has decided to instruct the 
ambassador at Berlin to request from 
the German Government an explana- 
tion of the sinking of the Spanish 
steamer Vigo and a definition of itg 
policy with regard to the rights of 
néutrals on the seas.

Board of Review Slashes Assess- 
ments of Big Concerns, In- 
creases Individuals. 


SOME CHOPPED IN TWO 


Wiggins Ferry Co. Lists Reduced 
One-Half, Adjacent Owners 
Not So Lucky. 


Examination today of the assessment 
books of East St. Louis, which have 
just been opened after having been in 
the hands of the Board of Review since 
last October, revealed startling reduc- 
tions in the assessments of many large 
corporations by the board. 

The assessments, inade last fall by 
City Assessor Michael —U'’Vay were in- 
creased by County Treasurer Fred 
Warning when the assessment books 
reached him. Warning gave great pub- 
licity to his increase. 

County political affairs in St. Clair 
County are largely in the hands of sup- 
porters of Congressman Rodenberg, 
Warning being cne of his close friends, 
as also are the members of the Boar. 
of Review. The board is composed of 
William A. Schwarcztrauber of East Ca- 
rondelet; Frank M. Miller, a brother of 
Edward Miller, Congressman Roden- 
herg’s political manager, and Charles F. 
Krebs of Belleville. 

Cut in Eads Bridge. 

The book} show that the St. Louis 
Bridge Co. “was assessed at $3,500,000 by 
Assessor O’Day on the east half of Hads 


Bridge. The board cut the assessment to 
$2,500,000. For the last four years it has 


been assessed at $3,150,000. 
The Aluminum Co. of America was is- 
‘Treasurer 


Ninety-four lots owned by the Wig- 


gins Ferry Co. were assessed by O’Day 
at $1,518,470. This assessment was cut by 


the board to $803,2 
The assessment of many of these lots 
was cut exactly in half by the board, 


and in some instances the board cut the 


Wiggins lots, but left unchanged the as- 


sessment on adjacent lots owned by in- 
dividuals. 


Two Wiggins lots were cut from $855 
to $730 and from $480 .to $3330, while a lot 
between the two and owned by Joseph 
P. Mette was assessed at $1770 and the 
assessment was left unchanged. 

Another Wiggins lost was cut from 
$1140 to $100, while an adjacent lot 
owned by Caroline Kenshew was left 
unchanged at $1320. 

Cut for Big Plant. 

The plant of Malleable Iron Co. was 
assessed by O'Day at $45,000. It was 
raised by Warning to $519,000, and was 
cut by the board to $122, 

As a contrast the plant of the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries was assessed by 
O'Day at $454,290, raised by Warning to 


$507,000, and was cut by the board to 


Warning’s original assessment. 

Assessor O’Day told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the plant of the Malle- 
able Iron Co. ‘was much more valuable 
than the plant of the American Steel 
Foundries, and that it has 7000 square 
feet more ground. It was assessed by 
the board, however, at only about one- 
third as much. 

The Republic Iron and Steel Co. was 
assessed by O’Day at $21,330, raised by 
Warning to $63,990, and cut ty the board 
tc $16,788. 

The Elliott Frog and Swith Co. was as- 
sessed by O’Day at $12,290, raised by 
Warning to $24,420, and cut by the board 
te $9000. 

Lots owned by the City Water Co. 
were assessed by O’Day at $6660, raised 
by Warning to $19,980 and cut by the 
board to $3330. 

The assessments fixed by the board 
will stand for four years. Under the 
changes made by the board the St. Louis 
Bridge Co. will save in taxes in four 
vears, $116,654; Wiggins Ferry Co., $84,- 
240; Aluminum Co. of America, $69,952; 
Malleable Iron Co., $45,148. 

Although the assessments of most of 
the big corporations were ~educed, the 
uppraisements of a majority of the small 
householders were increased. These in- 
creases, however, so far failed to coun- 
terbalance the decreases that the aity’s 
revenue on the basis of the present tax 
rate of $1.20 for city purposes will be re- 
duced $20,000. 

Frank Miller, a member of the Board 
of Review, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er the assessment of the east end of 
Eads Bridge was reduced in order tu 
make it equal the assessment of the 
west end of the bridge by the city of 
St. Louis. In the case of the Alumi- 
num Co. of America and other large 
concerns, he said, they presented evi- 
dence which the board accepted as 
showing that they had been assessod 
too high. 

He said the Missouri Malleable Iron 
Company’s assessment was placed back 
at what-it used to be because the board 

believed the increases made by the Aas- 
sessor were unwarranted. The Assessor 
claimed his increases were based on

McKenna Drew Revolver as He 
Approached Two Men in 
Machine in Alley. 


TOOK PISTOL FROM ONE, 


Had Searched Other, Put His 
Own Weapon Away and Was 
Shot in Head. 


Motor Cycle Policeman John Me- 
Kenna, 32 years old, of 1931 Marcus 
avenue, was shot in the head and 
mortally wounded at 7:50 a. m. to- 
day in the office of the Motor Car 
Gasoline Co.’s oi] station at 618 North 
Whittier street, by one of two men 
driving a mud-covered Ford car whom 
he had chased and arrested in an al- 
ley near the oil station. 

McKenna died two hours later in 
the city hospital. 

After the shooting both men es- 
caped in their machine. The bullet 
penetrated McKenna’s skull above the 
right ear. 

Ife died without being able to tell 
why he chased the automobile. The 
machine came north of Whittier 
Street and swung east into the alley 
between Washington and Delmar 
boulevards, with McKenna follow- 
ing on his motor cycle. The auto- 
mobile and the two men in it were 
covered with mud. 

The oil station is at the entrance 
to this alley. McKenna dismounted 
there and continued his pursuit on 
foot when the automobilists stopped 
their machine in the rear of 4174 Del- 
mar boulevard about a quarter of a 
block east of the alley entrance. 

Arrests Autoists. 

McKenna advanceg to the automo- 
bilists and arrested them. Holding 
them by the wrists he led them to 
the office of the oil station. The ar- 
rest was witnessed by George Fisher, 
an employe of the oil company. 

McKenna started to search the 
larger of the two men. At the same 
time he asked Fisher to cal]l Olive 
5000, the police telephone, and ask 
that a patrol wagon be sent. 

Fisher said that while at the tele- 
phone he saw McKenna take a re- 
volver from the taller of the men and 
then start to search the other man. 

Hears Shot at Telephone. 

Fisher said he turned toward the 
telephone about this time and an in- 
stant later he heard a shot. Looking 
around he saw the smaller of the two 
men with a revolver in his hand and 
the policeman lying unconscious an 
the floor. The man who did the 
shooting haq the front of his coat 
pulled back, displaying a leatfer 
holster at his belt. 

Fisher said he believed McKenna 
had searched the man’s hip pockets 
and had stepped in front of him to 
continue to search when the man 
drew the weapon from the holster 
and shot him. 

Both men ran from the office. They 
first crossed a lot north of the office, 
in the direction of Delmar boulevard, 
but quickly retraced their steps and 
ran down the alley to where they had 
left their automobile. 

Clarence Conway of 4066 Delmar ave- 
nue, driver of a grocery truck, had just 
pulled into the oil station. He heard 
the shot and saw the men fleeing. He 
called to Ray Smith of 4267 Washington, 
8 passerby, to aid him in trying to cap- 
ture the men. 

Drove Rapidly East. 

The two men jumped into their auto- 
mobile and drove rapidly east in the al- 
ley. Conway and Smith, fn the grocery 
truck, pursued them to Vandeventer and 
Delmar avenues, but there lost track 
of them. 

Mrs. James Simms, proprietor of a 
rooming house at 4172 Delmar avenue, 
back of which the men halted when 
chased into the alley by McKenna, told 
the police they answered the descrip- 
tion of two men who rented her garage 
about five weeks ago. They told her 
they had come here from Springfield, 
Till. At various times in the five weeks 
they kept several different cars in the 
garage, she said. 

The only description given of the men 
is that one was about 5 feet 11 inches 
tall, and the other 5 feet 5 inches, both 
were of dark complexion and they wore 
dark Mackinac coats and black caps. 

The revolver McKenna took from one 
of the men was found in his pocket, 
along with his own weapon, when he 
was picked up. 

Arthur W. Gernhart of 5015 St. Louis 
avenue saw two men abandon a mud- 
covered Ford machine at Belleview and 
College avenues at 8:30 a. m. and then 
ride away in a Hudson car which had 
followed the Ford. He said he saw 
two men transfer several bundles from} 
the smaller to the lar +r car. 

The abandoned Ford car was identi- 
fied by detectives as having been stolen 
from Edward Kline of 3954 Palm street, 
March 21. The license tag had been 
changed, the tag on the car being one 
said to have been stolen from the Co- 
lumbia Preteel Co. of 17% De Kalb 
street.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—American

ON BELGIUM, SAYS, 
REICHSTAG LEADER 


Dr. Spahn Insists Germany Rule 
Country, Politically, Mili- 
tarily and Economically. 


BERLIN, via London, April 7.—The 
historical importance of Dr. von. Beth- 
mann Hollweg’s speech in which the 
Imperial Chancellor for the first time 
referred with any definiteness to the, 
future fate of Belgium and other occu- 
pied countries and spoke guardedly of 
the possibility of giving up Belgium un- 
der adequate guarantees, generally was 
appreciated bv his hearers and by the 
press in its comment. 

The newspapers are unable to follow 
Dr. von Bethmaan Hollweg in his con- 
sideration of the future dispvusition of 
Belgium owing to the prohibition against 
the discussion of war aims, but Dr. 
Peter Spahn, leader of the Center party 
who followed the Imperial Chancellor, 
immediately picked up the werds of the 
first speaker and endeavored to expand 
them into a declaration taat Belgium, 
whatever its tormal status after the 
war may be, “must remain politically, 
militarily and economi“ally”’ in German 
hands, 

For this interpretation, however, the 
Chancellor’s words furnish no basis. 
Friedrich Ebert, leader of the Social- 
ists, who followed Dr. Spahn, protested 
against such interpretation. 

The Chanccllor’s enunciation of a mod- 
ified Monroe Doctrine, in which he dis- 
claimed any intention to attempt to 
set foot on the American continent 
after the war, and his declaration re- 
garding the submarine campaign also 
furnished texts fur speeches. 

Following tnese orators, Dr. Spahn de- 
voted a considerable part of his dis- 
course to consideration of American re- 
lations, suying: 

“The press, people and Government of 
America have shown by their conduct 
that their sympathies and business in- 
stincts favor England and not Germany, 
America has become a regular arsenal 
and base of supplies on a mare scale for 
our enemies. 

The American Government has bound 
itself where we were concerned to the 
formal letter of the law and has «m- 
ployed reguarly a more generous inter- 
pretation of the regulations of neutral- 
ity only in favor of the states hostile to 
us. Much has been permitted there 
which if done by use, would have been 
used in America to provoke an out- 
break of hatred against us,”’ 

Sharpen Weapons Against British 
Blockade, Reichstag Speaker Says. 
LONDON, April 7.—Reuter’s Amster- 
Gam correspondent quotes Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann, National Liberal, as speak- 
ing in the Reichstag as follows: 
“Against the more stringent blockade 
of Germany which was decided upon 
at the Paris conference we must use our 
sharp weapons in order to bridle En- 
gland’s arrogance. 

“Just interests of neutrals must be re- 
apected, as has hitherto been done by 
the Government, in the strictest man- 
ner. America has interpreted the idea 
of neutrality in a manner incompatible 
with the German conception. It 1s an 
unjustifiable demand that armed mer- 
chantmen should be permitted to sali 
unhindered within the war zone.

MUST KEP HOLD |CARRANZISTAS LOYAL AND 
| HAVE NOT DESERTED TO 
VILLA IN LARGE NUMBERS 


Rumors of Wholesale Desertions Investigated by 
Post-Dispatch Man Prove to Be Un- 
true Army Still Hampered 
by Lack of Facilities.

DITION, Mexico, via El Paso, Tex., 
April 7.—Judging from newspapers re- 
ceived from the United States, there is 
much criticism there in regard‘to the 
handling of the expedition, while the 
army as a whole and its various Otnits 
have been subjected to unfavorable 
comment. 

“The expedition is menaced on all 
sides by Villastas,’’ these accounts say, 
“thousands of Carranzistas are goinz 
over to the enemy to help drive ihe 
Gringo back to the Rio Grande,” “the 
expeditionary force is starving, aS no 
food is being sent to them;”’ “‘the horses 
have given out and the entire movement 
has been a series of errors from start 
to finish.’’ 

These charges in the majority of in- 
stances are untrue. That there have 
been some mistakes is certain, and it 
would be nothing short of a miracle if 
there had been none. There are many 
competent and high officers in the army 
who readily admit things have not gone 
exactly as they should, but it is pointed 
out that matters have turned out much 
better than the officers have expected. 


Army Was Unprepared. 
When troops were first ordered to get 


Villa dead or alive the army was Uun- 
prepared for such a campaign as this 
turned out to be. There were not 
enough men and not nearly enough mo- 
tor trucks, horses and other supplies. 
But no campaign was ever conducted in 
a more desolate and forbidding country, 
ani as we at first uid not have the use 
of a railroad, everything had to be car- 
ried by auto truck or wagon. 

As the troops stretched out to the 
southward it became a vexatious prob- 
lem to keep men and animals supplied 
with food. The wagons had to carry 
tentage, etc., and the trucks had to 
carry large amounts of gasoline. The 
fact that we did not have enough men 
to throw into Mexico at once and leave 
the border still well protected is no in- 
dividual’s fault. That is a question that 
chiefly is up to Congress. 

Because at first there was not suf- 
ficient transportation facilties, men and 
animals well toward the front went on 
short rations. This does not mean there 
was any suffering for food, as has veen 
reported, but the variety was decreased, 

Horses were put on 50 hay rations all 
along the line. Some days the troops 
went without their cherished ‘‘spuds,” 

and on some they went without bacon. 
There has been no butter or eggs, but 
bread, coffee and beans were plentiful. 


Nothing But Mexican Food. 
Further south, below Namiquipa the 
American forces for a long time had 
nothing. to eat but the Mexican 
tortilla. There was no food in 
that part of the country tc 
be purchased as the natives also 
were subsisting on tortilla. The trvops 
that have had the least food and 
that have experienced the severest 
Weather are the troops that have been 
@efeating the Villistas; namely, at Gluer- 


, were and at San Antonio Canyon. 


‘Officers believe that the use of the 
‘Mexican Northwestern Railway will 
solve the problem of supplies for the 
‘army, but before the de facto Govern- 
mént gave permission to use the line 
a number of officers expressed fear that 
the: expedition would fail. It had been 


LL impossible to refer to the Mexican rail- 


‘road because of the strict regulations, 


e| the military authorities fearing that any 
t expressions might exasperate the Mexi- 
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anyway,” one officer said to me. 

But this railroad was used for two 
days and.once negro troops, of the 
Eleventh Cavalry were carried over the 
iine a short distance. The distance was 
cut short beca:se of a wreck in which 
14 of the soldiers were injured, one fatal- 
ly, but at that time no news was 4al- 
lowed to go out regarding the accident, 
which was due, it is said, to bad trac« 
conditions. 

No Superfluous Baggace. 

The use of the road was abandonei. 
The transportation facilities heretofore 
have been used to carry officers’ cots, 
tedding rolls, extra food, etc., but srad- 
ually superfluous baggage is being left 
behind. 

What impresses me more than any- 
thing else in this campaign is the way 
the men are standing it. They have 
niked through a barren country scorched 
by the sun, chilled by the winds at 
night. Yet there has been little illness 
and little exhaustion. Only once has 
there been any exhaustion that is 
worthy of note, and soldiers say they 
will date future events from that aike. 
I have spoken of it previously. 

The hike réferred to was from Polomas 
to Espia, a distance of 27 miles. The 
men carried their rifles, cartridge belts 
and haversacks weighing 56 pounds. In- 
asmuch as this was the first hike of 
the campaign it told on the soldiers and 
some of them dropped in the dust. Thev 
say they should not have been forced 
to march such a distance at the out- 
set. The Sixth and Sixteenth Infantry 
made this hike. Now, however, the 
men are making similar distances with 
out any apparent suffering and have 
hardened up. 

Not Menaced by Villistas, 

As to the reports that Villistas men- 
ace the expedition on all sides the best 
answer is the two defeats of Villistas 
with practically no American casual- 
ties. The Villistas are not menacing the 
cxpedition. They are trying to get away 
from it. They are fighting only when 
caught at bay and because there is 
nothing else to do. If there were sev- 
eral thousand of these Villistas roving 
around, well armed and well provis- 
ioned, the danger might be real, but 
there are no more than 80 at the 
most and while they may be well 
armed, they are not well provisioned. 

That a band of outlaws might sud- 
denly raid an isolated supply train is 
a possibility, but not a probability, for 
to make such an attack would be a 
signal to American troops who are never 
far distant and who, the Villistas now 
realize, are more than their match in 
cpen fight or in guerilla warfare. 

Every day unconfirmed reports reach 
the expedition that such and such a 
body of Carranzista soldiers have joined 
the Villistas. The newspapers received 
here say thousands of Carranza’s men 
have either revolted or are going to 
and that, consequently, the little Amer 
ican expedition is in danger of being 
wiped out. They declare that @o. 
south of here, has joined Villa; that 
Herrera at Chihuahua has gone over 
to Villa or expects to do so. Another 
report brought here by scouts, and 
American scouts, too, is that 5000 Car- 
ranzista soldiers at Parral, Pearson and 
other garrisons, “have gone over.’ 

Keeping Tab on Carranz 

I investigated as carefully as I could 
each one of these rumora and in 
instance the scout had heard it — 
another scout, who had heard it from 
someone else.

Gen, Pershing’s report to his staff and 
reports of the staff to him deny there 
has been any such movement on the 
part of the Carranzistas troops. That 
Such a development is possible is not 
without basis,’ but there has not been 
any such defection so far. 

It would seem a foolish move on the 
part of the Carranza soldiers at this 
time to resist; the Americans havé suc! 
a good start that the Mexicans could 
not stop them. Carranza would gain 
nothing by such opposition and he has 
the good faith of the United States 
pledged that the expedition will with- 
draw when its object is accomplished— 
an object that will benefit Carranza as 
much as the United States. 

There has been no indication of any 
opposition so far and the Americans are 
here now in such strong force that any 
resistance would be foolhardy. The 
Americans number between 7000 and 
8000 in Chihuahua at prevent, greatly cx- 
ceeding the number of Carranzista 
forces. This latter argument is very 
impressive to the Carranzistas, 

Occasionally Mexicans have shown un- 
friendliness to Americans on the expe- 
dition, but it has been by silent insult 
and by no overt act. These Mexicans 
feel the Americans are traveling over 
their native soil, trying to catch or kill 
one of their own race, and already have 
Killed 100 of their own race. 


It is but natural that the Mexican, no 
matter’ to what faction he belongs, 
would feel resentment, whether he ex- 
presses it or not. But between expres- 
sions and action there is a wide gulf. 
There is some danger of the Carran- 
zistas openly resenting the “invasion.” 
but it is slight, and the expedition will 
not be ‘‘wiped out,”’ for the American 
soldiers will have something to say 
about that. 


Food Mistakes Remedied. 

The food question already has been 
discussed. [ividently there have been 
mistakes in regard to it, but they have 
been remedied as rapidly as possible, 
When the headquarters was established 
near Dublan, soldiers daily went to that 
Mormon town and bought jelly, home- 
made bread, eggs, cheese, chickens, 
vegetables and milk. There has been 
high living at the Dublan camp ani 
the Mormons are deiighted to fee! the 
American gold again. Dublan won't 
take Mexivan money unless it is silvar 
or gold, and there is precious little of 
that nowadays, 


The greatest danger, to my mind, is 
that horses wear out rapidly in this 
country. The strong cavalry horses find 
it hard to travel ov*r dusty roads, then 
roads of sharp stones and again forced 
to run through brush with thorns that 
stab to the bone, There is little forage 
for the horses and practically all of it 
must be .iransported. 

At Namiquipa and south the horses 
have been living on corn alone, and this 
has put almost 100 out of commission. 
Remoéunts are being forwarded to the 
front, but the expodition must have 
hundreds more. As when the Govern- 
ment took over m»utor trucks intended 
for European armies, it would make no 
mistake to acquire good horses intend- 
ed for use in Europe, for there is nwo 
telling how long the expedition wil] be 
here, and it carn stay and succeed only 
on horseback. 


Two Meals a Day. 

The Fifth Cavalry came in from Fort 
Sheridan ;vcsterday. The troops spent 
one day at Dublan, then took up the 
southward drive. Men and animals have 
been pushing forward to reach the front 
and getting only two meals a day. The 
men have been used to barracks life. 
so they miss their one meal. The 
campaign will be « litle hard on them 
at first, but they oxpressed the keenest 
delight at the chance to come down 
But the soldiers and animals have spent 
three years along the border and those 
who are now engaging the Villistas are 
showing up remarkably well.

SLAIN BY BAND OF 
MEXICAN ROBBERS 


Report Says Section Men Were 
Forced to Take the Bodies 
Away on Handcars, 


TUCSON, Ariz., April 7.—Three United 
States citizens and cne Spaniard were 
killed Wednesday by Mexican bandits 
nine miles south of Rosario, Sinaloa, 
Mexico, according to advices received 
here from Mazatlan at the offices of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Co. 

Former Conductor Wallace, F. C, 
Burke and Roderick Davidson, Amer- 
icans, and former Conductor Rodrigo, a 
Spaniard, were the victims, according to 
the railroad report. 

Burke, former agent at Morrado, was 
being moved with his family and house- 
hold goods, by the section force from 
Acaponeta to Rosario, and was to be 
employed as agent at Presidio. Hani 
cars and baggage were robbed of all 
valuables. 

The bandits compelled the section men 
to piace the bodies on the hand cars 
and bring them to Rosario station. 

Special United States Agent James W. 
nmeys took charge of the bodies and sent 
them from Rosario to Mazatlan, after 
wiring the American Consul at Mazatlan 
to make arrangements to receive the 
bodies.

Our trenches had 
been pushed forward by means of saps 
to within 100 yards of the enemy’s posi- 
tion and the leading battaliong of the 
th division then rushed tne enemy's 
first and second lines in quick succes- 
sion. 

“The third line was completed by 6 a. 
m. under the support of concenirated ar- 
tillery and machine gun fire. The 13th 
division continued their victorious ad- 
vance and by 7 a. m. had driven the 
enemy out of his fourth and fifth lines. 

“Aeroplane reconnaissances then re- 
ported that the enemy was strongly re- 
inforcing his entrenchments at Felahie 
and Sannayyat, positions respectively 
6000 and 12,000 yards from the front 
trenches at Umm El Henna. As those 
positions could only be aproached over 
very open ground, Gen. Gorringe ordered 
a further attack deferred until even- 
ing. 

“In“the meantime,; on the right bank, 
the third division under Gen. Keary vap- 
tured the enemy’s trenches opposite the 
Felahie position. During the afternoon 
the enemy on this bank made a strong 
counter-attack with infantry and cav- 
alry, supported by guns. This counter- 
attack was successfully repulsed and the 
position won was consolidated. 

“About 8 p. m. Gen. Gorringe contin- 
ved his forward movement on tne left 
bank and carried the Felahie position. 

“The reports indicate that the Umm 
El Henna position was strongly en- 
trenched, its left flank resting on the 
Suwaichi marsh and its right on the 
river. The front trenches are stated to 
be nine feet deep and the whole system 
extended in successive lines fur a depth 


of 200 yards.” 


Turkish Report Tells of Successful 
Fleet Operations. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 7.—The of- 
ficial statement issued yesterday from 

general headquarters said: 

“On the third our fleet successfully 
hombarded the enemy positions of the 
Caucasian frontier. The enemy troops 
surprised by this attack abandoned their 
positions and fled in disorder, leaving 
a multitude of dead and wounded. The 
same day our fleet shelled and sank a 
Russian ship laden with ammunition. 

“On the night of the third the cruiser 
Bresiau sank a large enemy sailing ves- 
sel laden with war implements and other 
material and took the crew prisoner.

Germans Recapture Mine Craters Near

BERLIN, April 7, by wireless to 
Sayville—Capture from the British of 
mine craters south of St. Blol near 
Ypres was announced today by army 
headquarters, The positions were de- 
fended by Canadian troops.

“German troops, after careful prepars- 
tion and tenacious fighting, conquere/i 
Kritish crater positions south of >t.

The 
enemy, who had advanced with a flame- 
thrower, was rapidly driven back. 

‘Several attempts of the enemy 
against German positions in the wood 
rortheast of Avocourt were not equal 
10 their first efforts or their vain par- 
tial attacks. 

“East of the Meuse the French were 
unable to carry out attacks against our 
positions in the Caillette Wood, which 
ere firmly in German hands. French 
troops who had made ready for the con- 
templated attacks were efficiently shelled 
by the German artillery.” 

The capture of Haucourt is universal- 
ly regarded as one of the most im- 
portant recent developments in the Ger 
man offeensive, as the position formed 
csupporting point for the French left 
wing, and as from it a large section of 
the French line and fortifications can 
be taken under the German fire, inciud- 
ing the strongly fortified village of 
tethincuort, lying on Forges Brock, 
which the Germans now have crossed 
the first time.

Convention Resolutions De- 
nouncing Police Administra- 
tion Indicate Plans. 


HARMONY ON SURFACE 


Hadley, Niedringhaus, Schmoll 
and McKinley Elected Dele- 
gates to Chicago.

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., April 7.— 
That the use by Gov. Major of police and 
excise boards of St. Louis and Wansas 
City for political purposes has created 
issues which cannot fail to result in the 
election of a Republican Governor and 
a Republican United States Senator in 
November was the sentiment of the del- 
egates to the Republican State conven- 
tion, which adjourned late yesterday, 
after electing by acclamation Jacob L. 
Babler of St. Louis, national committee- 
man, and John C. McKinley of Union- 
ville, former Gov. Hadley of Kansas City 
and Thomas K. Niedringhaus and John 
Schmoll of St. Louis delegates-at-large 
to the Republican national convention 
in Chicago June 7. 

What the Republican leaders termed 
the mistakes of the Major administra- 
tion were quickly seized upon as the 
issues upon which to fight out the State 
campaign. The resolutions adopted by 
the convention denounced the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Major and other State 
officials as the most complete and hu- 
miliating failure of any administration 
in the history of the State. 

The resolutions further declare that 
“election laws have been menaced by 
fraud and violence and police depart- 
ments have been used to oppress and in- 
timidate voters and the Kansas City 
election of April 4 furnished. a case of 
the most high-handed disregard by the 
Police Department of that city of the 
rights and liberty of the citizens who 
dared disagree with the Commissioners 
of Police appointed by Gov. Major.’’ His 
administration was also criticised for 
failure to revise the registration lists of 
St. Louis in the election of 1914. 


Discord Behind Scenes. 
The convention, on the surface, showed 


the utmost harmony, but there was con- 
siderable discord behind the scenes, 
Walter S. Dickey of Kansas City, who 
expects to be nominated for United 
States Senator in August, was the man 
behind the scenes who prevented any 
fights from being carried to the floor of 
the convention. 

Dickey organized the Republican cam- 
paign in Kansas City which resulted in 
the election of the Republican munici- 
pal ticket in Tuesday’s election, and he 
believed that by harmonizing all of the 
aifferences in the convention the 
chances of Republican victory in No- 
vember would be greatly increased. 

There was a contest in the committee 
on resolutions on the question of in- 
dorsing former Governor Hadley for 
President, which, for a time, threatened 
to go to the floor of the convention. A 
resolution was offered in the committee 
which stated that ‘‘although Gov. Had- 
ley had requested that the delegates be 
not instructed in his favor, to the com- 
ing national convention, we express it as 
our conviction that should conditions 
arise which would cause him to be will- 
ing that his name should be considered, 
that it is the desire of the Republicans 
of Missouri that the votes of the dele- 
gates from this State be cast in nis 
favor and every effort made to effect 
his nomination.” 

The resolution, as finally adopted by 
the committee, and also by the conven- 
tion, merely indorsed the administra- 
tion of Hadley as Governor and Attor- 
ney General and stated that he was and 
is deserving of further honor by the 
American people. 


Dyer ht Hadi Indorsement. 
E lL. Morse of Excelsior Springs and 


Congressman L. C. Dyer of St. Louis, 
who have been conducting tne campaign 
in Missouri for United States Senator 
John W. Weeks of Massachusetts for 
President, fought the resolution. Dyer 
Was a member of the resolutions com- 
mittee, and challenged the committee to 
take the resolution to the convention 
and offer it for adoption.

NEW YORK, April 7.—Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt is asking her friends in this 
city and Philade!phia to contribute $300,- 
M0, to be presented to Queen Mary of 
England, the Czarina of Russia and 
F'resident Poincare of France, to spend 
as they choose. 

Though no restrictions would be 
placed on the use of the gifts, it 
is said the donors would be sur- 
prised if they should be used for any 
other purpose than charities. 

Contributions of $10,000 each have been 
asked from those of unquestioned social 
position and it is understood that the 
fund has reached $140,000. Mrs. Vander- 
mit and her husband started the fund 
with $10,C00 each. 

The rulers are to receive their por- 
tions in gold coin, accompanied by a vol- 
ume made of the precious metal, in 
which the names of the contributors are 
inscribed. “Similar “books of gold” are 
to be given to the contributors as a re- 
ceipt for their donations. These wiil 
contain the autograph of the royal re- 
cipients. 

Some of the contributors, it is said, 
have been cherishing the hope that pos- 
sibly a decoration of some sort might 
be sent along with tne autograph of 
the sovereign. 

One of the early subscribers of $10,000, 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
told, was Henry ©.

to the charges made in the United States 
Senate that the British censorships were 
being used for the purpose of gaining 
teade information for the use of British 
traders, Lord Newton of the Foreign Of- 


flee made the following statement: 

“The American press recently reported 
certain statements made in the Senate 
referring to the censorship of mails in 
the United Kingdom, and extracts were 
quoted by Senator Walsh and others 
from a circular issued by the British 
postal censor to his examiners of letter 
mails. 

“The conclusion drawn from these in- 
structions was that his majesty’s Gov- 
ernment are utilizing the censorship to 
discover the trade connections of neutral 
foreian firms in order to wrest their 
legitimate business from them in the 
British interest. 

Says Deduction Is Wrong. 

‘That this deduction is entirely erf- 
roneous may be best demonstrated by! 
an examination of paragraph 2 of this 
confidential circular. This lays down 
that the examination of letters In the 
trade branch ts conducted with a view 
to the following points, and to the fol- 
lowing points -alone: 

‘(A)—Direct trading with the enemy. 

“(B)—Indirect trading with the enemy. 

“(C)—Trading by unauthorized perscns 
in the British Empire in munitions of 
war.

The Tanner announcement occasioned 
almost as much surprise as the state- 
ment by Col. Roosevelt of the conJdi- 
tions under which he would become a 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion, 

The Westerners had been led to be- 
lieve that the New York organization 
was as strongly opposed to Hughes as 
to Col. Roosevelt. The asscrtion of the 
New York State chairman, therefore, 
that such is not the fact has done more 
to revive interest In Hughes than any 
other circumstance. 

the chief objection to the Colonel in 
the West seems to be that he is not 
only an apostate to the Progressive 
faith, but that his popularity’: with the 
financial powers of New York would 
be fatal to Republican chances, with 
him as the candidate, 

vustice Hughes, adhering to his policy 
of ignoring political discussion, has ver, 
good reason to realize that his nomina- 
tion Is favored by a great many mepup- 
lican leaders throughout the country. 
This fac is made clear to him in t.e 
huge pile of mail daily dumped into his 
chambe~-- in tue Supreme -ourt vu. iuto 
his residence at Sixteenth and V streets, 
from the front door of which, with the 
ald of a pair of field gingwes, he can 
look directly down at the portals of the 
Vhite House. 


Justice’s “Political Mail” Heavy. 

The Justice admits that his ‘political 
mall’ is very heavy: also that it con- 
tains many apparently earnest requests 
that he set aside his own perscnal 
wishes to remain on the bench of the 
Supreme Court and become a candidate 
for the presidency, If these requests 
have made any impression. upon *‘s 
mind, th» fact is not reflected in either 
hig utterances or manner. Apparently 
he {s giving his entire time to the con- 
sideration of his duties as a Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court. These 
duties are extremely heavy because of 
the vacancy now existing, pending ‘he 
fight in the Senate over the nomination 
of Louis D. Brandefs for Associate 
Justice. 

The Justice does not deny that he is 
keenly interested in the political prob- 
lems of the country and particularly 
those that engage the attention of the 
leaders of the party which twice elec:.ed 
him Governor of New York. He aas 
not indicated any preference as between 
the other aspirants for the Republizan 
nomination. He does not believe that 
there exists so great a demand for his 
own selection at Chicago as do the per- 
sons engaged in promoting it or enjoy- 
ing a view of the situation at closer 
range. 

Leaders of both parties and members 
of Congress are obviously more interest- 
ed in working out the problems con- 
fronting the party than is the Justice. 
As a matter of fact, there is more poll- 
tics talked in an hour at the national 
capital than centers around the foreien 
situation or the hunt “for Villa in Mex- 
ico.

That the nomination of Col. Roose- 
velt would be enthusiastically received 
in one quarter is evidenced by a state 
ment made by Claude Kitchin, tke 
Democratic leader of the House. ‘I 
heartily favor the nomination of former 
President Roosevelt for President,”’ said 
Kitchin, “and have no doubt that his 
edict from Oyster Bay makes it clear 
that he is actively out for it. I :«m 
sure that he would be a splendid candi- 


-date—for. the Democratic party—if he 


succeeds in his ambition.”

KEEPS IN BACKGROUND 


Countrymen Not Aware of His 
Many Fine Characteristics and 
Believe Him Stern. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, March 2.—It is doubtful 

whether any popular national hero in 

Germany is as little known, either in 


Germany or abroad, as Gen. Field Mar- 
shal August von Mackensen, he who 
was instrumental in driving the Rus- 
sians out of Galicia and to whose cred- 
it the conquest of Servia lies. 

Hindenburg. when the war began, was 
an unknown, but the public quickly fa- 
miliarized itself with every detail of 
his life when his victories of Tannen- 
burg and the Masurian Lakes made him 
an idol of all Germany. Mackensen, 
hovever, Hindernburg’s rival for public 
affection at present, was only a name 
until the summer of 1915, and, despite 
his great reputation, is little more 
hoy. 

Countless streets all over Germany 
have been named after Hindenburg: 
Statues already have been erected to 
him; he is weekly in receipt of requests 


to allow the use of nis name in this 
or that connection.

reer that a warm personal note should 
sianifest its¢lf which had been lacking 
in earlier messages to Hindenburg. 

The surprise came largely from the 
fact that the zeneral public did not, ani 
tc a great extent still does. not know 
how tonse-standing and cordial are the 
relations between the Iimperor’§ an4d 
N.ackensen. The latter, surrendering the 
command of his Body Guard Hussars 
years ago, served for @ long period 2s 
the hKalser’s persoral Adjutant, and ir 
this position accompanied his chief on 
the noted trip to the, Holy Land, 

Son of Gentleman Farmer, 

Few know, either. how narrowly Ger- 
many missed having Mackensen as 4 
great military leader. He is the son of 
a man who if America would be ratei 
as a genticman farmer, and himself 
was trained to take his father’s place. 
Trough he emerged from the Franco. 
Prussian War as a reserve Lieutenant. 
he immediately went back to civil life, 
in deference to his parents’ wishes. 

For yvears he resisted the impulse to 
<9 back into the-army. His university 
education, beiated because of the war 
with France, was almost concluded, and 
he was fast becoming, in theory at Icast, 
a farmer, when the opportunity to so 
Lack as a line officer into the ‘“‘Deat)’s 
Head Hussar’ regiment, with which he 
had served in France, arrived once riore, 
and h‘s father reivctantly withdrew nis 
objections 

A number of characteristics possessed 
by Mackensen stand out prominently, 
and have stood out ever since he joined 
the Second Bodyguard Hussars on Mays 
13, 18738. Some of them obviously have 
contributed to his military success; 
others belong to those peculiarities 
which successful men in general have. 

Has Fine Memory. 

In the former category comes, first of 
all, an astonishing memory which en- 
ables him often-times to direct opera- 
tions without the aid of a map, pro- 
vided of course that he has at some 
earlier time studied the territory in 
question. Incidentally it might be re- 
marked that he generally has done the 
studying, for he is a prodigious worker 
at all times. 

Mackensen rarely forgets a name ora 
face, and years after meeting junior of- 
ficers astonishes them by calling them 
by name when meeting them again. Few 
know it, but Mackensen rivals Hinden- 
burg in his intimate knowledge of his 
native land, and has traveled and 
studied so extensively that he instantly 
recognizes any given place from. ‘ts 
physical characteristics. 

Contrary to general belief, Mackon- 
sen is the best sort of a corrade, and 
lacks the repelling sternness with which 
lesser men barricade themselves, 

Off and on since 1870 he has been con- 
nected with the “Death’s Head Hus- 
sars,’’ and today is thelr General a la 
suite. No officer has ever been more 
popular, and few more approachable. 
There are countless cases on record of 
financial and other aid that he had ren- 
dered, though not a man of wealth, to 
men of his company, brigade or regi- 
ment. 

Mackensen’s early training on a farm 
or country estate instilled In him a love 
@f the open and for hunting that have 
always stayed by him. Though almost 
67 years old he has never been ill a day 
and is so strenuous a worker that his 
younger officers often haye hard work 
in keeping up to the pace he gets. 

Dislikes a Shirker. 

His principal aversion is the shirker, 
J including the man who, though not ac- 
tually dodging work, likes to take things} 
easy and perhaps overindulge in the 
creature comforts of life. The officer 
on his staff who is too prone to laze 
Bjover his after-dinner cigar or liquor 
i @} has not an easy time of it.

ws/TAFT HAS PLAN 
10 GET SPEEDY 
GOURT HEARINGS 


Would Have Council Supervise 
Federal Courts, Sending Help 
to Overcrowded Tribunals. 


ADDRESSES 200 LAWYERS 
Primary Laws Are a Failure, He 


Tells St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation. 


A definite and stmple plan for the 
reform of judicial procedure to appease 
what he thinks is justified in the flood 
of criticism against the courts, was pre- 
sented by former President Taft last 
night in an address at the banquet given 
in his honor at the Buckingham Hotel 
by the St. Louis Bar Association. He 
was introduced by Frederick W. Leh- 
mann, the toastmaster, as a “reformer 
of the law.’’ 

The two points on which the courts 
can justly be criticised, Prof. Taft 
said, are those of delay and cost. The 
delay he attributed to the vast increase 
of litigation and the failure of the ju- 
diciary to keep pace with advancement 
by adopting more expeditious methods, 
He would have the courts adopt the 
methods of large business concerns as 
to the centering of responsibility and 
the direction of the work. 

Would Speed Up Courts, 

A plan that he thought would work 
admirably would be to give the Chief 
Justice of the United States, or a Fed- 
eral judicial council composed of Su- 
preme Court justices, complete supervi- 
sion of all the Federal] courts. Agents 
of the Department of Justice would re- 
port not iess often than once in six 
months all the cases pending in every 
Federal court. To any court that was 
overcrowded the superising council 
would assign additional judges to bring 
the, docket up to date. 

This council would insist upon speed" 
hearing of all cases. It would make 
the rules of procedure in the Federal 
courts and upon it would fall the re- 
sponsibility if justice did not move as 
the .people thought it should. This same 
plan could be applied to the courts of 
each State, Prof. Taft said. In support 
of it he pointed to the success in recent 
years of a similar plan in England. 

As to the excessive costs that often 
fall on poor litigants, Prof. Taft said 
the speeding up of the procedure would 
greatly reduce the cost, but he thought 
the State should go further and set 
aside a fund to enable the worthy but 
impoverished complainant to carry his 
ease to the bar of justice. 

Prof. Taft characterized as unjust that 
part of the criticism upon which he said 
“certain pseudo reformers base their 
arguments for those two most absurd 
propositions—the recall of Judges an¢ 
the recall of judicial decisions.” He 
said the recall as applied to Judges {# 
based on the theory that the man on 
the bench is there to do the will of the 
men who put him there, when, in fact, 
he is there to apply the immutable 
principles of justice. 

Defends American Judges. 

There is a surprisingly small amount 
of venality and corruption among Amer: 
ican Judges, Prof. Taft said, especially 
in view of the number and the manner 
In which they are chosen. 
that he believed all should be appointed 
for life. 

“And now,’ he said, “they have come 
along with this general primary. I have 
heen all over the country, and wherever 
I take a politician behind the door he’}! 
whisper, ‘This primary is a fraud, but

don’t dare tell the people -o.’ But 
there will be a reaction. The confidence 
of the people will be restored to the 
courts and we will give up these false 
theories. I am talking like a reaction- 
ary and you might suspect I was one, 
i've got to the place where I can say 
something.’’

BETTER, SAYS Sl 


Foreign Minister Declares War, 


for Present Has Eliminated a 
Source of Intrigue.

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, March 7.—‘‘The relations be- 


tween the United States and Japan have 
always been excellent, notwithstanding 


disturbing rumors,/at times to the con- 
trary,”’ said Baron Ishii, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in an address last 
night, ‘‘but, as far as I can judge, they 
have never been better or af good as 
théy are today.”’ 

The Minister was speaking at the an- 
nual dinner of the America’s Friends’ 
Association, an organization composed 
of Japanese who are especially inter- 
ested in maintaining good relations be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 
Viscount Kentaro Kaneko, a member 
of the Privy Council, presided, and 
among those present were Premier 


Count Okuma and George W. Guthrie, | 


American Ambassador. Baron Ishii 
said: 


“We all remember about a quarter of 


a century ago the creation of the cry |

‘the yellow peril.’ I did not understand | 
it then, and I do not now, but it orig- 
inated from a certain Power in Europe, : 
whose real aim was to create discord to | 


serve her own purposes of domination, | 


to crush down the newly rising nation 
in the Far East. Happily for human- 
ity’s sake, the American people under- 
stood the motives behind this power. 
This European Power today is now 
frankly and openly embarked on her 
ambition of world conquest.”’ 
Relations Improved, 

He continued: ‘The result is that the 
relations between Japan and the United 
States are better than at any previous 
time, because that Power is too much 
occupied with her own troubles and 
cares, and the relations between the 
United States and Japan are now left to 
be regulated by themselves. Therefare, 
we find, when left without this_source 
of intrigue, that there never has been a 
better or more cordial understanding 
between the two nations bordering the 
Pacific than at present. 

‘“‘We have every reason to congratulate 
ourselves on the elimination of this 
source of trouble, for it bespeaks a 
bright future; for this Power! is, and 
will be, too busy for some time to inter- 


fere. With the continual growing better. 


understanding of the motives of each 
country, this relationship will grow vear 
by year more ideal, more cordial, as it 
justly ought to be.’’ 

Okuma Gives His Views. 

Premier Okuma made a reference to 
the United States both at the America’s 
Friends dinner and at a luncheon which 
he gave yesterday at his official res’ 
dence to Japanese and foreign jour- 
nalists. He referred to President Wil 
son’s advocacy of military expansion. 
and said that it was forced upon the 
United States by the war in Europe. 
He added: 

“The ideal of peace and the principle 
of democracy so strongly upheld by 
President Jefferson and others are now 
being relegated to the background and 
the military expansion movement is be-

ing vigorously pushed forward by Mr 


Wilson. Why? Because the American 
interests are threatened. Germany and 
Austria are menacing the safety of 
American lives on the sea, and their 
submarines are threatening the coast of 


' South America. The Teutonic spirit of 
patriotism is being carried too far, ani 
ithe United States is suffering from this. 


| pestilence. All this has naturally forced 
ithe Americans to get ready for any 
emergency, hence a great military ex- 
pansion movement has suddenly sprung 
up.”’ 

Union in Rescuing World. 

Count Okuma thought that Japan and 
the United States, working together, 
could do a great deal towards rescuins 
the world from the calamity now op- 
pressing it. 

The Premier made several references 
to China, where, he .believed, the revo- 
lution was growing worse and threat- 
ned to become nation-wide. He com- 
pared the situation in China with that 
in Mexico, and expressed the opinion 
that the United States could understand 
the feelings of Japan.

The preceding afternoon Mrs. Page 
held a long conference with her fa- 
ther, at which he announced his de- 
termination to take immediate steps 
to make public her marriage t9 
Page.

To a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
he said he was sitting in a chair be- 
side the davenport untying his shoe 
laces, and was so close to the dav- 
enport that if he “had only looked 
up’’ he could have prevented Mrce.

WEDNESDAY CLUB 
PRESIDENCY BASIS 
OF HOT CAMPAIGN 


Faction in Power Backs Mrs. 
Philip N. Moore; ‘Outs’ Favor 
Mrs. Halsey C. Ives. 


Factions striving for control of the 
Wednesday Club, St. Louis’ best-known 
organization of women, which will hold 
its annual election of officers May 3, 
are carrying on a campaign as heated 
as any ever launched by political par- 
ties, and many of the well-known de- 
vices of practical political leaders are 


being utilized by its membership to win 
votes. Sample ballots have been issued, 
Caucuses held, electioneering and sys- 
tematic telephonic communication have 
been in progress and some even say 
there has been some mild coercion. 

The administration faction, headed 
by Mrs. W. W. Boyd, for the last two 
years president of the club, is known as 
the ‘ins,’ or democratic faction, and pro- 
poses Mrs. Philip N. Moore for presi- 
dent. The ‘outs,’ or conservatives, are 
led by Mrs. W. K. Bixby, and Mrs. 
Halsey C. Ives is their candidate. Eleven 
other officers are to be chosen. 


Building Co. Control at Stake. 
The successful faction will control the 
club organization and the affairs of the 
Wednesday Club Building Co. This com- 
pany, up to three months ago, was con- 
trolled by members of the club privately, 
b’¢. through Mrs. Boyd’s faction the club 
obtained enough of the building com- 
pany stock to turn the management over 
to the club membership. 

The “Outs” held a caucus yesterday 
afternoon at the home of Mrs. Bixby’, 
but declined. to make public the nature 
of the discussion or the future plan of 
action. 
The club, according to custom, issued 
nominating blanks, returnable Aprii 12, 
and.the two persons receiving the high- 
est number of votes for each office are 
selected and posted on April 13 as the 
nominees of the club members. They’ 
are voted on, May 32. 
This year an anonymous ticket was 
sent.to members and immediately after- 
ward, it is said, friends importuned them 
to vote it. This action caused the “‘Ins” 
to submit their ticket. It has been the 
rule to ask the succesfsul nominees if 
they would run for the office, after their 
selection wat made by popular choice. 
The ‘‘Ins’’ declare the anonymous san- 
ple ballot bore names of those opposed 
to democratic ideas. 
The ‘‘Ins’’ assert women favorable to 
them and a progressive administration 
are being urged to support the ‘“Outs.”’ 
Women who went to a local bank were 
questioned about how they stood, it is 
said, and were jokingly told that they 
ought to “get behind Mrs. Bixby.” It 
has been asserted that the ‘‘Outs’”’ have 
threatened social ostracism for those 
who oppose them. 

Domination of Club Charged. 

The “‘Ins’’ say the trouble resulted be- 
couse a smal] coterie of women of 
wealth and social position controlled 
the building company for years and 
through it, attempted to dominate the 
club’s affairs. The club, it is alleged 
bought its site at Taylor avenue and 
Westminster place, from W. K. Bixby. 
He, it is said, loaned $40,000 to the club 
to erect the building, taking a5d per cent 
mortgage. Mrs. Bixby is said to have 
ti ken $11,000 of the building company 
stock, and was its president until three 
months ago, when she resigned. The 
club has reduced its mortgage to $16,- 
A. The mortgage was recently sold 
it is said to the McMillan estate. The

Members of the administration partv 
of the club say the organization was 
cisintegrating prior to the election of 
Mrs. Boyd, who 1aised the membership 
from 450 to 550. They assert the club 
was so hampered by rules of the old 
regime that expression of independent 
cpinion was impossible.

' Col. Roosevelt practically announces his can- 
didacy for the Republican Presidential nomina- 
tion in an interesting talk with a henchman. The 
Colonel unloads in the chat the substance of his 
platform in his own theatrical way. 

“Don’t nominate me unless’—— is the recur- 
rent phrase. It is a warning that unless the party 
wants certain things accomplished and really 
wants to serve the interest of the whole country, 
not of Col. Roosevelt, it should refrain from nom- 
inating him. 

Analyzing the things the Colonel stands for 
they are astonishingly like the things that most 
true Americans stand for and have been ex- 
pressed in very good language by President Wil- 
son. 

“Every American citizen must be for America 
first,” with a long disquisition on the virtue of 
patriotism is the first shot. 

President Wilson’s special slogan has been, 
“America first.” He has been preaching and 
teaching the doctrine that an American citizen, 
regardless of his origin or creed or sympathy, 
must stand by America and the country’s honor 
and interest above those of any other country. 

The next article in the Roosevelt creed is 
preparedness. Uncle Sam must be strong enough 
to defend every American’s rights. Wherein does 
this differ from the preparedness campaign of 
President Wilson. 

The Colonel is not for war; he would exhaust 
every honorable means to avoid war. Who 
could have done this better than the Presi- 
dent? 

“Uncle Sam must never wrong the weak, nor 
insult nor unjustly give cause of offense to either 
che weak or the strong,” and so we must be 
prepared spiritually and physically to defend 
ourselves from wrong and insult, etc., etc. 

All of this is axiomatic. It is the preachment 
of every sane advocate of preparedness. There 
is nothing in it that has not been given out 
by the President. 

The point the Colonel wants to make is that 
he is the only American who can really do 
these things as they should be done; whose 
election would instantly insure their being done 
and could make every American citizen thor- 
oughly patriotic. 

The Colonel subtly conveys the impression 
that if he is not nominated and elected none of 
these things will be done and all hyphenated 
Americans will become intensely disloyal. _In- 
cidentally he indicates that Justice Hughes will 
not do for the work. 

There would be a difference between Roose- 
velt and Wilson in the White House: With Roose- 
velt there, Washington will be filled with a 
great noise and the sound of the hammer will 
be heard in the land. There will be a vast dif- 
ference in the methods without any gain in re- 
sults; probably with loss in both the quantity and 
auality of results. With Roosevelt swashbuckling 
in the mad turmoil of world war we might get 
exceedingly unpleasant ‘and disastrous results.

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WOMEN’S PREPAREDNESS MEETING. 

The preparedness meeting at the Odeon this 
evening is the contribution of St. Louis women 
to public instruction on the duty of national de- 
fense. 
Ex-President Taft will be one of the speakers. 
Others who will address the meeting are Henry 
Breckinridge, late Assistant Secretary of War, 
Mrs. Linden Bates of New York and Mrs. Philip 
Moore of St. Louis. Ex-Secretary Nagel will pre- 
side. 
It promises one of the most notable discussions 
of this important subject held anywhere under the 
auspices of the patriotic women of America. Its 
purpose is not to cultivate a warlike spirit or 
foster militarism; in fact, the opposite.

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SUICIDE IN ST. CHARLES COUNTY. 

After a St. Charles County negro, Lafayette 
Chandler, had killed Sheriff John H. Dierker and 
shot Deputy Sheriff Ollendorf through the legs 
and had hidden in a barn and the barn had been 
fired when he resisted arrest and perhaps a thou- 
sand shots had been taken at him within com- 
paratively close range, a verdict of suicide was 
returned by the Coroner’s jury that viewed the 
charred remains.

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THE MILK PRODUCERS’ STRIKE. 


New York, Chicago, Cleveland and St. Louis are 
facing a difficult situation, due to misunderstand- 
ings between associations of milk producers and 
similar associations of dealers. 

At Albany Senator Wicks has introducéd a reso- 
lution calling for an investigation of the distri- 
bution of milk, butter, eggs and poultry. The 
resolution charges that the distribution of these 
products is “controlled by combination, monopoly 
and manipulation.” 
Chicago is suffering a serious shortage of milk, 
the associated country producers in Northern IIi- 
nois and Southern Wisconsin having “struck,” 
rioted and destroyed the product because, as they 
claim, they cannot get a fair. price from the as-

mgs And so we, city consumers, including helpless 


wisely in taking the control of this university 
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and the milk, on which little children’s lives de 
pend, is fed to the hogs! Such a condition can- 
not be permitted to continue. With the approach 
of hot weather it would mean an alarming in- 
crease in infantile suffering and death. The cities 
will have to take action to obtain relief. 
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SPHED UP, CONGRESS! 

A congressional committee reports favorably 
the War Department’s coast-defense plan. A 
Congress alert to duty and responsive to the 
people would vote the meastre into law without 
delay and let jhe actual work of preparedness be- 
gin. Army and naval programs would be simi- 
larly realized. But there are probably long de 
lays yet to be endured. It is a far cry from a 
favorable committee report to action. 

Congress went into deliberation nearly two 
months ago with a responsibility beyond that 
ever resting upon a similar body of men. In that 
time we have heard almost as much from the 
Reichstag, the Douma, Parliament and the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. Congress has actually accom- 
plished no definite result. The House army bill, 
@ weak and dangerous measure, awaits Senate 
action. 

There are days of silence and inaction when 
it seems fair to ask, are the will and power of 
the American people paralyzed, nullified, in their 
so-called representatives? Inert, deaf, dumb, 
Congress has seemed equally heedless of its duty 
at home and of the impression it created upon 
the world abroad. Failure in the supreme trial of 
American democracy before the nations it ap- 
peared to regard with senseless indifference. 

Congress is the chief characteristic of our form 
of government. Legislation by representatives of 
the people is the essential function, the life, of 
a republic. That the law-giving power should 
lie supine in a crisis would proclaim the failure 
and folly of centuries of putative progress and 
disgrace the political wisdom and ambitions of 
the ages. 

Should this Congress fafl of its chiefest and 
plainest of duties to the nation, the tragedy could 
be laid only to baseness or to a bewilderment 
amounting to insanity. It would be a colossal 
treason inexplicable on ordinary grounds. Con- 
gress is not a facile piece of machinery in times 
of party antagonism and divided public sentiment. 
But upon the question of the country’s preserva- 
tion, when party differences are laid aside and a 
virtually united people call for great defense 
measures, hesitation and delay are inexcusable 
and unthinkable. Meteen iar, 
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a ruler “by divine right” considers himself the 
chosen instrument of heaven. Strange to say, a 
shorter word may at times describe him accu- 
rately. " 
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THE SQUASHING OF A ‘‘FAVORITE SON.’’ 

A‘presumptuous machine politician in Michigan 
got an idea that he was of presidential size and 
demanded the indorsement of the State for the 
Republican nomination. Many states have faced 
this exact problem, most unpleasant but pecu- 
liarly difficult to deal with. 

His control of the party organization made his 
success inevitable unless he was opposed by a 
rival candidacy. But to provide such rival can- 
didacy was far from easy. For one thing, it 
might imply a self-appraisal of presidential merit 
almost as offensive as that of the man it was ve- 
hemently desired to squash. 
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AN EX-PRESIDENT. 
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In this emergency a genuine conscription was 
resorted to in the case of an excellent citizen, 
famed for his philanthropy, whose aversion to | 
politics was so notorious that citizens generally | 
would not take his candidacy as implying seri: | 
ous intent. 

The astute plan worked like a charm. Henry 
Ford, motor car machinist and manufacturer, beat | 
William Alden Smith, political machinist, by 3500 
or more votes. Thus by a combination of brains | 
and a presidential preference law, Michigan avoids | 
the ignominy of having the repudiated stand- 
patter glorified untruthfully as its favorite son, 
its convention strength dissipated and its dele- 
gation placed at machine disposal for trading 
purposes at Chicago. 

These presidential preference laws may serve 
excellent purposes at times. Brains also may con- 
tinue to fulfill admirable purposes in politics.

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GERMAN CONTROL OF GHENT UNIVERSITY. 
The Associated Press correspondence, in Thurs- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, telling of a controversy be- 
tween Von Bissing, the German Governor-Gen- 
eral in Belgium, and a number of leading Flem- 
ings, as to the Ghent University, is difficult to 
understand, unless it means that the Germans, 
by promoting the university as a purely Flemish 
institution, in their own way, desire to punish 
the Walloon element of the Belgian population, 
which is French in origin, and which probably 
has incurred most of Germany’s enmity.

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WHAT YUAN HAD 


PLANNED 10 DO 
AS AN EMPEROR 


President of China Gave Inter- 
view Before Deciding Not to 
Wear Crown After AIl. 


Since the following interview with 
Yuan-Shi-Kai was obtained by the 
Pekin correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, official announcement of 
China’s reversion to a republican form 
of government has been made. 
Nevertheless, Yuan-Shi-Kai’s views 
on China’s future and the policies 
he outlined as Emperor-elect are 
timely and interesting. 


PEKIN, Feb. 19.—Yuan Shi-Kai grant- 
ed the Associated Press correspondent 
an audience today. Severa! points of 
vital interest to the United States and 
Americans interested in China were 
brought out at the interview. 

Yuan Shi-Kai received the correspond- 
ent in the private office at the paiace. 
The President wore a black vlivet 
house robe, which fell just below his 
knees. It had loose sleeves somewhat 
after the fashion of a kimona, and was 
drawn tightly about his body in such 
a manner that it gave him the appear- 
ance of slenderness and showed him to 
be far less portly than one would judge 
from the familiar pictures taken in unit- 
torm and adorned with scores of foreign 
decorations and much gold oraid. 

Tea was served and Yuan Shi-Kai im- 
mediately plunged into an animated dis- 
cussion of the rebellion in Yunnan and 
the bearing it had on the monarchical 
plan in China. There was not bitter 
ness in his discussion of Tsai Ao and 
the other rebel leaders. He laughed 
pleasantly as he minimized their efforts. 
and his face lacked the hard lines one 
inight expect man as relentless in 
his methods of his enemies 
paint him. 

“Does your excellency anticipate any 
further oppesitien to the change in the 
form of Government?’ 

The Emperor-elect’s prompt reply was. 
“The Yunnan rebellion 1s engineered bs 
a few rebel leaders. The popular [cel- 
ing is in favor of a monarehy, as was 
evidenced by the returns fn the voring 
ven now the gentry and the people in 
Yunnan and Kweichow have nao faith 
in the rebels. The other provinces are 
against their movement, and have pe- 
titioned the Government to send puni- 
tive expeditions against thein. We can 
predict there will further do. 
mestic opposition to the of gov-

Counters With Question. 
“Would the extension of the revolu- 


tionary movement into adijacent 
provinces result in any delay in 
changing the form of the. central 
government?” 

“Did the spread of the secession of 
the Southern States alter the policy 
of the central government at Wash- 
ington during the Civil War?” he 
countered, “You preserved unity, 
and we will preserve unity. The 
form of government has already teen 
decided upon by the nation, but on 
account of the military operations 
going on at present the enthrone- 
ment ceremonies have to be tempo- 
rarily postponed.”’ 

“Does your Excellency feel that tite 
dagunnan rebellion justifies the en- 
tente Powers in alleging their oppo- 
siton to the immediate change of gov- 
ernment was based-on Chinese senti- 
ment against the change?” 

The President promptly responded: 
‘The Yunnan leaders in their mani- 
festo stated that the intended change 
of the form of govérnment had pro- 
voked foreign advice and § interfer- 
ence, thus implying that had there 
been foreign advice, there would 
have been no opposition in Yunnan.” 

In response. to a question concern- 
ing the activities of enemies of the 
(‘hinese Government, who are operat- 
ing outside of China, Yuan said: 
“The small group of Chinese enemies 
of the present Chinese Governmen’ at 
work outside of China are using pvl- 
itics i mere excuse to further their 
tpersonal ends. No true patriot would 
wage continuous” rebellion against 
his native land. In the second rebel- 
lion of 1913 the whole 
leaders was revealed. 
act was prompted by 
fish motives they cannot 
impartial judges. What political 
party in the opposition in any other 
country would have acted with such 
maddened perversity as Sun Wen, 
Huang Hsing and Tsai Ao have done” 
They have never taken Into consid- 
eration the welfare of the nation and 
the people. They have scrambled 
only for power and interest. The 
people hate them with perfect hatred, 
for during these four years they 
have suffered untold misery through 
these Yebels and their rebellions.” 

“Does your Excellency 
there has been any just ground for 
the complaint of the Entente Powers 
and other belligerents that China has 
not maintained strict neutrality in 
the world war?” 

“Ever since the world war began 
C na has made an effort to maintain 
strict neutrality, the President replied. 
“The Chinese Government is not aware 
that the entente Powers and other be!l- 
ligerents have made anv substantial 
charges against us for not huving done 
£0.”" 

As to his attitude towards an increase 
in the Chinese army and navy, Yuan 
Shi Kai said: “China {s at present on 
friendly terms with al! the treaty Pow- 
ers and her efforts will be to remain so. 
Without some urgent necessity, there is 
ne Intention on the part of the Cnhi- 
rese Government for ap increase in the 
army and nayy. 

“Within a few days the drafting of 
the Conatitution will commence,”’ he 
said. “When it is fintshed it will be 
handed over to the national convention 
for further suggestions. How soon the

When asked for a statement as to the 
reforms he purposed to institute under 
the changed Government, the President 
said: “The Government, after having 
examined into the general state of af- 
fairs in the country, is convinced that 
the most urgent reforms are education 
and the development of productive in- 
dustries. Since the republican form of 

epvernment has proved to be unsuitable 
to. China, all efforts in such reforms 
have met with many obstacles. The 
monarchical form of government, be? ng 
in greater accord with the traditions 
of the people and less liable to electoral 
changes, will be able to secure greater 
continuity of policy. For this weason 
reforms can be effected better under a 
charged form of government. 

“Railroads are a great necessity to 
a country as extensive as China. We 
will build them with native or foreign 
money. Railway expansion will be vig- 
orously resumed as soon as circum- 
stances permit. 

“The development of China’s nationa] 
resources is an ati-important question. 
To develop them with native capital 
would be slow work. The inflow of for. 
eign capital would surely accelerate such 
Gevelopment, and China naturally en- 
courages the investment of foreign 
moneys to promote industrial enter- 
prises.”’ 

Responding to the question. “Does 
your excellency believe that charges of 
foreign promotion of opium traffic in 
China are well grounded?” the President 
said: “Smuggling on an extensive scalo 
has been reported, but such efforts are 
evidently confined to individuals.”

ALERT FOR Th 


Bridge Trap Fails When Horse 
Is Sent Across; Passwords 
Used in Surprise Attacks. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PINSK, Russia, March 10.—Though 
the averave Germain soldier has the 
highest respect for the fighting qualities 
of. his English and French opponents, 
it is the itussian, according to officers 
stationed in the East, who employs 
strategy and cunning to an unexampled 
degree. .Theré are almost as many 
stories of Russian cleverness gving the 
rounds as there are officers who have 
met with ii 

In the great German drive eastward, 
according to Lieut. von D—, the Ger- 
mans and Russians finally took up their 
positions respectively on the west and 
east banks uf a river. The Russians, 
on every pvssible occasion, were dis- 
posed to develop couuter offensive 
movements. 

Through mnderground chaunels, the 
Germans learned tnat the Russians in- 
tended, at night, to recrouss the bridge, 
which, undestroyed, spanned the river, 
and attemp: to surprise their rivals. The 
Germans quietly destroved one small 
section of the bridge nearest them, leav- 
ing a slight gap, and lay in wai: for the 
Ruesians. 

The night was fairly dark, but not s0 
dark but that the Germans could see, as 
the Russians suddenly turned a big, un- 
harnessed herse loose at their en of 
the bridge, and with a few whip iashes 
started him at a xentle canter toward 
the German lines. Puzzled German rifl¢- 
men, lying in hiding, withheld their fire, 
as the animal advanced steadily teward 
them. 

In a moment or two the horse reached 
the gap in the bridge and, with the in- 
stinct and keener sight at night pos- 
sessed by animals, stopped and peered 
at the dark water ftlowing pzst. He 
paused only a moment, then’ turned 
about and trotted back to the Russias 
lines. The Itussians made no aitacn 
that night. 

At a number of points the Gerinans 
have adopted what is a very old precau- 
tior. for giving warni:ig of the approacn 
of the enem:—the stringing of empty 


bottles on a wire around their post- 


tions, Which clink and jangle when any: | 


one stumbles against the wire. Unfor-: 
tunately, the bottle clink when German 
sentries scouting at night strike the 
wire. 

formerly it was the custom of such 
German sentries to shout instantly the 
password or parole of he day, so that 
other sentries behind the bottle-strunyz 
line should not sheot their own men 
But Russian cunning intervened to make 
this hazardous. 

The Russians, it was found, sent -out 
little squads, tnuntvering at leust one 
man with a knowledge of German. 
These squads wouid conceal themselves 
in the marsh grass, allow German sen- 
tries to pass unmolosted, and then ‘tisten 
carefully for the password when it was 
shouted out by those stumbling into the 
wire. 

Possessed of the password, the Rus- 
sian squads then would approach the 
German lines boldiy, disarm suspicion 
by giving the parole correctly and inflict 
at least sligit damage before vaniching 
in the dart.
